By which is meant two very important changes 
that are taking place—active participation in the mar- 
keting of accessories and parts, and a fight for service 
business which they have allowed the independents to 
largely absorb. The cart has been before the horse long 
enough and those dealers who are aggressive and ener- 
getic are now beginning to sense the possibilities, aided 
and encouraged, too, by the car builders.

AUTOMOTIVE DAILY NEWS has been champion- 
ing these radical departures from past practice, and 
Gulliver, as represented by makers and dealers, is be- 
ginning to break the ropes of the Lilliputians. By which 
is meant that right now there is a decided upheaval of 
out of date business ideas as they pertain to the contact 
between the car dealer and his public. The new type 
of service and sales stations, sponsored by at least two 
of the biggest car manufacturers in the business, is, 
perhaps, the most radical step so far taken, but just as 
important is the matter of sales of accessories and parts 
by the car dealer, I’ve been told by one pioneer manu- 
facturer of service station equipment that this last 
promises to change the entire structure of automobile 
retailing.

THE NEW TYPE of service and sales stations marks 
the realization by the ear manufacturers that they must 
revamp the old way of reaching the prospect. Bell 
ringing is becoming passe and the service and sales 
stations will again bring to the dealers’ doors those who 
are potentially in the market and are reached through 
contact with the service end of the new t of stations. 
This means eventually the elimination of costly estab- 
lishments on automobile row—the sales and service sta- 
tions are feeders to the main business, inexpensive to 
maintain, yet in the end doing the very thing the dealer 
is after, bringing in the postpone. Already there are 
two big companies, as I have said before, which have 
the foresight to prepare for this most radical departure 
in the automobile business.

THAT JOBBERS of parts and accessories sense the 
change that is taking place, that car dealers are awak- 
ening to the money-making possibilities of their service 
departments properly handled and seeking business is 
shown in the lead article in Jobber Topics (Chicago). 
To me this article sounds like an admission of the 
jobbers having seen the handwriting on the wall. 


As a mouthpiece of the middleman in the parts and 
accessories field, Jobber Topics says that the jobber is 
facing a competition, meaning the car dealers, which 
must be respected. 


And it goes on to say: “Certainly there can be no 
criticism that the car manufacturer is unethical, unjust, 
or unreasonable, in wishing to participate in the profits 
to be derived from the automotive aftermarket. When 
the creator of a product finds that that product has 
developed a market more extensive than the entire de- 
mand for the original product, it is natural that the 
ongene) producer should desire to share in the market, 
also. 


“Most surely the point has been reached in our 
economic thinking in this industry where no jobber 
should feel that a motor car manufacturer does not 
have the right to attempt to sell products related to his 
motor car if he so desires. Should jobbers generally 
take such an antagonistic attitude, it would indicate a 
weakness of the jobber structure—and such is not the 
case.”
